Albany M.D. gets 
research grant 


ALBANY — Dr. John R. 
North of Albany, has re- 
ceived a $31,000 special fel- 
lowship from the 
Leukemia Society of 
America, Inc. that will 
make it possible for him to 
carry out a research pro- 
ject which, hopefully, ‘will 
uncover clues leading to a 
better knowledge of the 
cause of leukemia, thus br- 
inging a cure closer.” 


The award is one of, 32 
new grants being made 
this year, by the Society to 
medical scientists. whose 
work is being furthered by 
the support. of -the volun- 
tary health agency, ac- 
eording to Mr. Paul R. 
Handlery, President of the 
Bay Area Chapter. Fund- 
ing for a total of 106 inves- 
tigators reached $1,558,000 
this July, when the new 
grants became effective. 
The studies will be taking 
place at 55 leading institu- 
tions here and adroad with 
research concentrated in 
the fields of immunology, 
virology, chemotherapy 
and basic science. 


Dr. North will be focus- 
ing on the study of plasma 
and normal mouse B cell 
subpopulations and the in 
vitro analysis of immune 
functions possessed by 
such subpopulations during 
the two-year term of his 
grant in the Department of 
Bacteriology at the Uni- 
versity of California, Ber- 
keley. 


A native of London, Eng- 
land, he received his M.A. 
and Ph.D. in immunology 
in 1973 at Cambridge and 
had post-doctoral training 
at the National Institute 
for Medical Research, Mill 
Hill. He was on the staff of 
the Medical Research 
Council, London, for four 
years before receiving a 
traveling fellowship ' from 
the Council in 1976.

The distribution was 
$1,222,876 more than that for 
the same month last year. 
The August 1977 gasoline 
tax distribution was $899,290 
more than that for August 
1976. The diesel fuel tax dis- 
tribution was $387,500 more 
than in August 1976. The in- 
terest earnings were $63,894 
less.than in August 1976. 

The $29,556,911 state dis- 
tribution of motor vehicle 
license fees represents the 
cities and counties share of 
license fees and other re- 
venue deposited in the 
Motor Vehicle License Fee 
Account during July, 1977. 

The State excise tax at the 
rate of $2 per $100 of market 
value takes the place of 
local property tax on motor 
vehicles. Except for that 
portion withheld to cover 
admininstrative Costs, the 
money is returned to local 
governments which may 
use their shares for general 
purposes.
